The Governor’s Advisory Council for Exceptional Citizens (GACEC) has reviewed the 

Professional Standards Board proposal in collaboration with the Delaware Department of 

Education (DDOE) to amend 14 DE Admin. Code 1522 Elementary School Counselor and the 

requirements for a Standard Certificate.  Council endorses the proposed amendment. 

 

The proposed amendment endeavors to ensure that the quality of Delaware educators remains 

high, while giving Certificate applicants a fair means to acquire the Elementary School 

Counselor Certificate. Furthermore, the inclusion of the criminal conviction history requirement 

creates an additional safeguard for Delaware schools and educational institutions. With this 

amendment, DDOE indicates that the education, knowledge, and skill requirements are designed 

to improve the quality of the educator workforce, which will help to improve student 

achievement.
